Ambulance Service Billing , Dumpsters and Riding 
Trails Amongst Topics at Fiscal Court Meeting

The August 7, 2012, Carlisle 
County Fiscal Court met in 
regular session, as the previ¬ 
ous meeting’s minutes were 
approved and Wayne Floyd of 
the Carlisle County Ambu¬ 
lance Service provided the 
ambulance report. 

For the month of July there 
were 50 advanced life support 
runs, 40 basic life support 
runs and 27 other runs, for a 
total of 117 for the month. 
Ambulance Director Floyd 
next reported on a coding 
issue that the ambulance serv¬ 
ice faces. 

Codes are used to designate 
a specific service that a pa¬ 
tient receives. For example, if 
a patient is having a heart at¬ 
tack, there would be a code 
for arriving at the patient’s 
home, the treatment issued 
and the travel to the hospital. 

Floyd recently discovered 
there were multiple codes that 
the ambulance service was 
not billing patients for in the 
past. In the last year alone, 
that lack of codes being billed 
cost the ambulance service 
$80,000. 

Floyd met with a group of 
professionals called “911 
Billing Services”. This group 
is separate from the Carlisle 
County 911 Service. They 
handle the notes from each in¬ 
dividual ambulance run, break 
it down and code the ambu¬ 
lance runs properly. In the end 
it will increase the ambulance 
service’s bottom line by 30 to 
40 percent, which in financial 
terms equals out to an addi¬ 
tional $100,000 plus to the 
ambulance service. The fee 
for using the 911 Billing Serv¬ 
ices would be 8% of what 
they collect. So, if the Carlisle 
County Ambulance Service’s 
bottom line increased 30%, 
8% would go to 911 Billing 
Services, resulting in a 22% 
yield to the county ambulance 
service. 

For Floyd to implement this 
system the fiscal court had to 
pass two measures - one, was 
to increase the rates and to 
meet those rates set forth by 
Medicare, and two, was to ap¬ 
prove the use of the 911 
Billing Systems to manage 
the coding and billing for the 
ambulance service. 

Before the passing of both 
measures, Magistrate Sonny 
Pearson asked if there would 
be any out of pocket costs to 
the citizens of the county, a 
concern shared by Magis¬ 
trates Lloyd Presson and Bur¬ 


ley Mathis. Floyd said that it 
wouldn’t affect the citizens of 
the county out of pocket, nor 
would it affect the special 
cases in which citizens are 
simply unable to pay the bill. 
The measures both were ap¬ 
proved and passed. 

In the emergency manage¬ 
ment report, Carlisle County 
Judge Executive Greg Terry 
reported that Emergency 
Management Director Carissa 
Viniard was attending new 
emergency management di¬ 
rector’s training in Greenville, 
Kentucky. The week-long 
training will help Viniard bet¬ 
ter understand the emergency 
management position and 
broaden her knowledge. 

In the jailer’s report, Jailer 
Ronny Owens reported there 
were two inmates in the Bal¬ 
lard County Detention Center 
and one in the Hickman 
County Correctional Facility. 

In the road report, Carlisle 
County Road Department Su¬ 
pervisor Jerry Bowman re¬ 
ported that paving was 
completed on the timber 
bridge on County Road 1016, 
and that the old boat ramp has 
been reopened in anticipation 
for the ATV riding trails sys¬ 
tem that will kick off on Au¬ 
gust 15, 2012. Signs for the 
trails have been acquired, 
along with other items. 

Bowman next addressed the 
culvert replacement on 
County Road 1137. Bowman 
said the culvert has been de¬ 
livered, and will be installed 
soon. 

Bowman concluded his re¬ 
port by saying that County 
Line Road, County Road 
1105 on the Graves 
County/Carlisle County line, 
will be maintained and re¬ 
paired as soon as the county’s 
burn ban is lifted. County 
Road 1105 was flooded last 
year and was washed out, and 
people who use the road have 
expressed multiple concerns. 
However, dry conditions have 
put the road department in the 
position to where no work can 
be completed until the burn 
ban is lifted, and brush that 
has been washed up can be re¬ 
moved. 

In the 911/Solid Waste re¬ 
port, Director Josh Glover 
said that the 911 service re¬ 
ceived 22 fire calls, 64 EMS 
calls and 109 law enforce¬ 
ment calls, for a total of 205 
calls for the month of July, 
105 of which were wireless 
calls. 

Glover next requested that 
Katie Massey of Arlington, 


Kentucky, be approved to fill 
the newly designated part- 
time position with the dis¬ 
patch center. Glover said that 
in the background checks 
with Massey’s past employers 
there were nothing but good 
reviews on her work atten¬ 
dance and the way she con¬ 
ducted herself. The fiscal 
court approved the hire. 

In wrapping up the 911 re¬ 
port, Glover said that he will 
be attending the National 
APCO Conference in Min¬ 
neapolis, Minnesota, starting 
on August 18th. The Ken¬ 
tucky chapter of APCO is 
paying for all travel, hotel and 
other miscellaneous expenses 
for Glover, as Glover will be 
taking the position as Presi¬ 
dent of the KY APCO in Sep¬ 
tember of 2012. 

On the subject of the 911 
Dispatch Center, Carlisle 
County Sheriff Steve Perry 
said that the Kentucky State 
Police has contacted him ask¬ 
ing if they could take over dis¬ 
patch services for Carlisle 
County. Sheriff Perry stated 
that he kindly declined the 
KSP’s offer. “We have a great 
911 service with dedicated 
and highly trained workers. 
The Carlisle County Dispatch 
Center provides top notch 
services and jobs to Carlisle 
Countians, and I can’t thank 
them enough for all the help 
that they provide my office,” 
Perry said. 

In Solid Waste Director 
Glover’s report, he reported 
that the dumpster program 
was off and running, as Cun¬ 
ningham has been dumped 
twice and Arlington, Milburn 
and Bar dwell have been 
dumped once. Glover said 
that he will monitor the situa¬ 
tion and empty the dumpsters 
as necessary. The dumpsters 
are located at Cunningham, 
behind the fire department, in 
Milburn, next to the Milburn 
Gym, Arlington, behind city 
hall, and Bardwell, on Front 
Street. The dumpsters will be 
available throughout August. 

The new recycling trailers 
were received this week as 
well. The county received one 
last year through a grant and 
help from the Soil Conserva¬ 
tion District. This year, a grant 
was acquired to purchase 
three additional recycling 
trailers, so that each town can 
have one. Those locations for 
those trailers are all the same 
as the dumpsters with the ex¬ 
ception of the Bardwell loca¬ 
tion, where the mobile 
recycling unit will be at the 


old courthouse site on US 
Highway 51. 

In conclusion of the solid 
waste report, Glover said that 
unkempt properties in 
Burkley were being ad¬ 
dressed, along with others 
across the county. Carlisle 
County Judge Executive Greg 
Terry said that the county is 
prepared to step up in those 
efforts to enforce unsightly 
properties in the county. 
Under new business, the fis¬ 
cal court passed the second 
reading of the River Trails or¬ 
dinance that lowered the cost 
of a yearly permit from $150 
to $75. Judge Executive Terry 
said that there is the possibil¬ 
ity of hiring someone to po¬ 
lice the area and issue 
citations to those who are op¬ 
erating AT Vs on those roads 
without a permit. That discus¬ 
sion was tabled until the next 
meeting. 

A resolution was next passed 
to approve the pursuit of a 
Community Block Develop¬ 
ment Grant (CDBG) for a 
new activities building on the 
courthouse campus. The facil¬ 
ity will house the services of 
the 4-H Extension Office, 
farm services and possibly the 
ambulance service. If grant 
funding and bonding for the 
building goes as planned, the 
1.4 million dollar building 
would provide the community 
a center which can seat 175 
tables and 350 people. 

The Carlisle County Senior 
Citizens Center was next dis¬ 
cussed. Judge Executive Terry 
was contacted by Kevin 
O’Neill and Kim Neville, the 
Senior Citizens Center Direc¬ 
tor, concerning the state cut¬ 
ting funding for the Senior 
Citizens Center. The cuts 
would put the senior citizens 
center in serious trouble. 

The county already provides 
$300 a month for the senior 
citizens center, and Judge Ex¬ 
ecutive Terry, along with the 
magistrates, were not sure of 
what could be done. “I think 
the Fiscal Court needs to get 
involved with the Senior Citi¬ 
zens Center and see what is 
going on within the center and 
see what can be done to help 
the center out. It is an impor¬ 
tant part of our community, 
and I would hate to see it be 
jeopardized,” Judge Execu¬ 
tive Terry said. 

Transfers and claims were 
approved and seconded and 
the August 7, 2012, Fiscal 
Court meeting came to a 
close.

The Bible tells us of three 
main things we will face and 
must endure. In the world you 
will have tribulation. Jesus said 
it will happen to us. It comes 
because we live in the world. It 
happens to everyone. But we 
have His promise that we can 
endure and overcome with 
good cheer because of Jesus 
Christ. 

Then we have persecution. All 
that live Godly in Christ Jesus 
shall suffer persecution. We

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing 
Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for County 
Fee Officials issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the finan¬ 
cial statement is free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evi¬ 
dence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reason¬ 
able basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the former County Clerk’s office prepares the financial statement on a regula¬ 
tory basis of accounting that demonstrates compliance with the laws of Kentucky, which is a compre¬ 
hensive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States 
of America.

new facility and the existing 
facilities. 


to the community and the 
school. “The new cafeteria 
will show the faculty, staff 
and students that the focus is 
on them and provide a nice 
facility for them to use. In re¬ 
turn it boosts the morale of 
not only the students, but the 
faculty as well, providing a 
better environment for 
them,” Holliday said. 

Dr. Holliday was also ac¬ 
companied by new Carlisle 
County Superintendent 
Randy McCallon, and the 
two planned on taking a tour 
of the rest of the campus, in¬ 
cluding the high school, mid¬ 
dle school and elementary 
school, the latter of which 
Dr. Holliday was most con¬ 
cerned about. “We are very 
concerned about the elemen¬ 
tary school. It currently ranks 
#2 on the list of schools that 
need to be replaced, and we 
are hoping to further secure 
funding through the general 
assembly to speed the 
progress of the new elemen¬ 
tary school along,” Holliday 


Joel Reddick provided an 
inspirational invocation 

Before Dr. Holliday spoke 
to the faculty and staff of 
Carlisle County Schools, the 
Carlisle Weekly was able to 
speak with him on his 
thoughts on the new facility 
and what it will mean for the 
school system and the com¬ 
munity. 

Dr. Holliday told the 
Carlisle Weekly that this new 
cafeteria will be a great asset 



The Carlisle Weekly asked 
Dr. Holliday about the nickel 
tax that was implemented to 
help fund the construction of 
this first phase of the con¬ 
struction process and the up¬ 
coming phases as well. The 
nickel tax was met with 
some scrutiny when it was 
implemented, as petitions op¬ 
posing the tax were pre¬ 
sented. However, the tax was 
never brought up for vote 
due to some signatures on 
the petition not meeting re¬ 
quirements. 

When speaking about the 
necessity of the tax, Dr. Holl¬ 
iday said that this project, 
from a tax standpoint, is a 
wise investment for the com¬ 
munity. “No one likes to 
raise taxes, but this building 
is a wise investment for the 
community. This building 
will be here for over 75 
years, and can be utilized as 
a community center. To have 
a brighter future for your 
community you must be able 


future, which is the children 
of Carlisle County,” Holliday 
said. 

The new cafeteria will link 
to the elementary to the mid¬ 
dle school to the high school 
eventually, providing a walk¬ 
way for students so they will 
not be exposed to weather el¬ 
ements. It also boasts a ter- 
razzo floor and a sloped roof, 
which will stand the test of 
time. 

When speaking with Tanna 
Hoskins, a cafeteria em¬ 
ployee of 20 years, she stated 
that the new cafeteria is a 
welcome site for sore eyes. 
“I’ve been here 20 years and 
every year we were told a 
new cafeteria is coming. It’s 
finally here and we are proud 
of it,” Hoskins said. 

The actual kitchen area of 
the cafeteria has two big 
walk in freezer and cooler 
areas, with individual cook¬ 
ing and preparation stations 
for workers. This will elimi¬ 
nate space issues that cafete- 


past. Increased spaces will 
also allow more efficient 
lines, where students can 
have more time to enjoy their 
lunches. In the near future, 
outside seating will be pro¬ 
vided for students who 
would like to enjoy their 
lunches outside. 

When addressing the fac¬ 
ulty and staff of the Carlisle 
County School System, Dr. 
Holliday told those in atten¬ 
dance that sometimes student 
development cannot be 
measured by test scores, and 
this cafeteria is a prime ex¬ 
ample of it. “You have to 
give a child a chance to be a 
productive citizen; it doesn’t 
matter if you buff a floor, 
drive a bus or teach a class, 
you fail your local commu¬ 
nity when you fall short in 
building relations with the 
young people of the school 
system,” Holliday said.

Public Reburial Ceremony at Wickliffe Mounds to be Held on August 23 


WICKLIFFE, Ky. - Wickliffe 
Mounds State Historic Site 
will host a ceremony Thurs¬ 
day, Aug. 23, to acknowledge 
the reburial of excavated re¬ 
mains and restoration of the 
burial mound. The 10 a.m. 
CDT program will include of¬ 
ficials from the Chickasaw 
Nation and the Tourism, Arts 
and Heritage Cabinet. 

Wickliffe Mounds is an ar¬ 
chaeological site of a Native 
American village of the Mis¬ 
sissippi culture. The site 
was first excavated in the 
1930s by a private owner, re¬ 
vealing numerous burials that 
were placed on public view. 

Murray State University 
took over the site in 1983 and 
sponsored archaeological 


field schools and scientific re¬ 
search under the direction of 
a professional archaeologist, 
Dr. Kit Wesler. 

In 1991, after the passage of 
the Native American Graves 
Protection and Repatriation 
Act, the remains were taken 
from public view and the 
cemetery exhibit was updated 
with new interpretive infor¬ 
mation, including replicas of 
a few burials. Forensic stud¬ 
ies of the remains were per¬ 
formed and consultations 
with Native Americans 
began. 

In 2004, the site was trans¬ 
ferred to the Kentucky De¬ 
partment of Parks and 
became a state historic site. 
The remains were kept in a 


secure area until consultations 
with Native American tribes, 
archaeologists and further 
documentation could be com¬ 
pleted. 

The Chickasaw Nation has 
been working with Wickliffe 
Mounds representatives, Ken¬ 
tucky State Parks, other Na¬ 
tive American tribes, 
archaeologists from Murray 
State University and the Ken¬ 
tucky Heritage Council for 
some time on an agreement 
for a reburial of the remains. 

“It is gratifying to reach this 
agreement, because we have 
a solemn responsibility to see 
that our ancestors are treated 
with the respect they de¬ 
serve,” said Chickasaw Na¬ 
tion Governor Bill 


Anoatubby. 

The cemetery mound project 
included a reburial of the Na¬ 
tive American remains and re¬ 
construction of the original 
burial mound. The Chickasaw 
Nation, a federally recog¬ 
nized tribe that has taken the 
leading role in consultations 
with Wickliffe Mounds and 
Kentucky State Parks, over¬ 
saw the reburial in June 2011. 
Wesler, of the Department of 
Geosciences, Murray State 
University, provided the ar¬ 
chaeological support. 

The park continues to de¬ 
velop new interpretive infor¬ 
mation to tell the story of the 
Mississippian people who oc¬ 
cupied the site at Wickliffe 
Mounds nearly a thousand 


years ago, creating an educa¬ 
tional park for all visitors to 
experience today. 

The public is invited to at¬ 
tend the ceremony, which will 
include the Chickasaw Nation 
Dance Troupe. Marcheta 
Sparrow, secretary of the 
Tourism, Arts and Heritage 
Cabinet; Elaine Walker, com¬ 
missioner of the Department 
of Parks; and Jefferson Keel, 
Lt. Governor of the Chicka¬ 
saw Nation, are scheduled to 
attend, along with the staff 
and volunteers of Wickliffe 
Mounds State Historic Site. 
The Aug. 23 ceremony and 
museum admission are free of 
charge. 

Wickliffe Mounds State His¬ 
toric Site has a museum, wel¬ 


come center, gift shop, picnic 
area and walking trail and is 
located at 94 Green St. in 
Wickliffe, on the Mississippi 
River’s Great River Road Na¬ 
tional Scenic Byway. The 
park is open Wednesday 
through Sunday, 9 a.m. to 
4:30 p.m. For more informa¬
